FAR EAST PROBLEM 
SHIFTS TO CHINA 


Would Abridge System of Terri 
tori'll Rights. Believe Time 
is Not Ripe. 


(By Associated Press) 
Washington, Nov. 
25—The arms 
conference discussion of far eastern 
questions shifted today to the possi­ 
bilities of abridging 
the system of 
“extra 
territorial 
rights” 
under 
which the powers maintain their own 
judicial agencies 
in China for the 
trial of cases in which (heir respec­ 
tive nations are involved. 
China wants the extra territorial 
privilege 
abolished 
altogether, 
al­ 
though her delegates indicated doubt 
whether the present jydicial machin­ 
ery of the Chinese government would 
make it possible to withdraw the for­ 
eign tribunal immediately. 
All the 
other nations 
concerned 
expressed 
hope that something can be clone to­ 
ward modifying the present system 
but have evidenced in the main a feel­ 
ing 
that 
nothing 
of 
a 
very 
sweeping 
character 
in 
that 
di­ 
rection 
is 
warranted 
just 
now. 
The session of the nine delegations 
sitting as a committee of the whole
